There 
is a heavy mail pouring in all the 
time, the leaders are constantly in 
communication by telegraph 
with 


strike centers and organizers, and the 
numberofcallers constantly increases. 
A great amount of attention is being 


,-olvd to strike relief plans. Many 


need money already and the demands 
in that direction are growing. The 
leaders say that donations of a liberal 
nature are being made to the cause. 
Among the callers was Count Freder- 
ick Von Luxberg of the German dip'>-- 
malic service, who is making an offi- 
cial inquiry into the strike. 
He had 


a talk with President Shaffer. 


The leaders expressed themselves 


as very much pleased with the situa- 
tion. 
They claimed that the Lowe>- 


ITnion Carnegie mill in this city wa-; 
badly crippled; that the effort to start 
Monessen had proved a failure and 
the Lindsay & McCutcheon mill did 
no work. They also promised to act 
at Duquesae in proper time. 
They 


charged that the borough officials at 
Monessen are openly against 
the 


strikers and constantly infringe on 
their rights. 
They said that if the 


men were not 
fairly treated they 


would seek 
protection 
for them 


through the proper legal channels. 


Joseph Bishop, secretary of the 


Ohio board of arbitration, appeared 
lere again Tuesday, but both sides 
promptly repudiated the suggestion 
of any move for peace. 


Moves of the Magnates. 


The steel magnates succeeded In 


starting the last idle mill at the Clark 
ulant. and are evidently planning a 
series of extensions at every point 
•where there is a chance to succeed un- 
der 
existing 
circumstances. They 


•will probably start the Star tin mills 
in this city and increase the forces 
ct the Lindsay & McCutcheon mills 
An interesting feature of the fight at 
he latter mil! is contributed by the 
claim of the strikers that Mrs. Fred 
Jaugh. wife of the superintendent, is 
escorting the strike breakers to and 
roffi the milL She has always been 
•ery popular •with the mill men and 
ihe pickets say they would rather face 
a regiment of soldiers than do any- 
thing improper in her presence. They 
say that in peace times she nursed 
heir families and that the simply can 
not interfere with her nor the men 
she escorts. The steel managers are 
also arranging for more men for the 
'ainter and Monessen mills, but have 
;iven no indication of the time they, 
will move on JIceKesport, Wheeling^ 
Newcastle and Belalire, the strong- 
solds of the strikers. Veryl Preston, 
epresenting President Schwab, con- 
erred with a number of the leading 
fficials of the companies federated in 


the steel corporation, and it is under- 
stood that genera! plans for fcr-e cam- 
paign were discussed. Mr. Preston 
and the officials whom he met would 
not talk for publication beyoad *%i- 
pressing satisfaction at the situation. 


The strikers meet the movement to 


reopen mills with nonunion men -with 
the claim that it will be simply im- 
possible to secure a sufficient number 
of skilled men to operate them Their 
men, they declare, are standing firm, 
and must be consulted 
bof jre the 


milsl run. They say they have the 
situation well in hand, and despite the 
alleged danger of the strike getting 
top-heavy, continue their work of 01- 
ganization with a view of crippling 
more plants belonging f j the corpora- 
tion. They claim that Chicago will in 
the end come out, and that there is 
no danger of the Joliet men going 
back to work, whatever Cnica?o does. 
They are still fighting for a foothold 
in the Carnegie properties, but so far 
have not shown their hand. 


President McMurtry of th« Ameri- 


can Sheet Steel company returned 
from a tour through the five mills 
towns of the Kiskiminetas valley. He 
inspected the nonunion mills running 
in all of them and also looked over 
the two nonunion properties being op- 
erated at Scottdale.

Urauotti is said to 
Lave fired the fatal shot after Bresci 
had thrice discharged bis rerolrer 
without effect. 


This discovery was made by Segnra. 


he maintains, while be was working In 
the guise of a silk mill hand among 
the anarchists of Patcrson. Stgnr* 
first went to Paterson a year ago to 
investigate the murder of Giuseppe 
Pessina by Sparandf Caraboni, alias 
Luigi Biancbi. a fellovr anarchist. BI- 
anchi was the man who in May. 1BOO, 
drew the fatal number oat of 113 baJk 
lots, which called upon him to assas- 
sinate King Humbert. Biancbi refused 
to undertake the desperate mission, 
and Bresci immediately volunteered In 
bis place- 


Soon afterward Biancai. in response 


to orders. It is alleged, issued by the 
anarchist group El Maternel in Phila- 
delphia, murdered Pessina. who was 
suspected of being a spy. A day or two 
later Bianchi himself was found dead, 
having apparently committed suicide. 
In his pockets were found documents 
which gave the Italian detectives tbe 
first bint of the Intended murder of the 
king. 


Segura continued to work hi the mm 


r."itbont exciting the least suspicion as 
to his real mission amoag the anarch- 
ists, who freely initiated bitn into all 
tTieir secrets. Last October Segnra says 
he was shown a letter from Granotti 
dated at Paris, in which he declared 
that it was he and not Bresci who fired 
the shot that killed King Humbert on 
July 29. Granotti declared that Bresci 
missed three times, and that then he 
(Granotti) took careful aim and brought 
down tlie sing, escaping afterward In 
the confusion. It was said at tbe time 
of the assassination that four shots 
were heard, but that only three cham- 
bers in Bresci's revolver were found to 
nave been discharged. 
— 


Segura at once notified the Italian 


consul, and efforts were ma da to cap- 
ture Granotti. but he had fled from 
Paris. A week later Segnra was shown 
another letter from Granotti dated at 
Glasgow- A large reward is now stand- 
ing for Granotti's arrest. 


At a meeting held in Paterson on July 


2 a plot was batched, it is declared, to 
kill the czar of Russia and Emperor 
William of Germany. Four anarchists 
were chosen by lot to assassinate the 
two monarchs. They were Victor Be- 
coli. Andrione Cans^lucei. Ccvico Mo- 
relli and Tomaso Mineiii. all of whom 
sailed for Europe in May. MorelU waa 
recently arrested in Berlin. 


Segura learned that mail for all foot 


men is still being received at the office 
of tbe anarchist paper La Re veil In Ge- 
neva, Switzerland. Learning that one 
Giovanni Giudici. living in Barre, Tt, 
was to join the four in Europe, Segnra. 
went to Barre. talked with Giudici 
and, after learning all the details of the 
ploi. accompanied Giudici to Montreal, 
wL-ere the latter sailed oa the Allan 
liner Parisian, destined for Berlin. Ten 
days ago Segura again paid a vi«it to 
Barre. where be was recognized as a 
detective.
